The death of Matthias DanJapi— 


widely known as the agricultural1 corre- 
spondent for y'eii'rs of the Oh'ieagp 'Trib- 
une over the signature of ''Rural"—is 
announced. 
Ho died at his home in 


Champaign, 111., at about 4 a.. m. on 
Sunday last, of a combination of disease 
which he had labored under for some 
months past. 
He was born in Cherry 


Valley, New York, Sept. 14,1.814, and 
wiifi therefore, at the time of his death, 
sixty years and five months old. He 
came to Illinois in 18o7 ; taughtscbool 
for a time, followed surveying for sever- 
al years, opened a prairie farm and 
started a small nursery in Cook county, 
and in 1857 removed to Champaign 
county, where he has .since resided. 
l-Iu sat in the Legislature in/1855 as a
